W alker, Minn., Oct. ll.—W alker sa- 
loon men have no idea of being “Car­ 
rie 
Nationi/.ed” 
by 
Chief 
Special 
Agent W illiam Johnson and his depu­ 
ties. as has been done over en tin 
W hite Earth Indian reservation, and 
the order to have all saloons closed 
and liquor removed from this vicinity, 
and the vicinity of other towns of the 
Leech Lake Indian reservation by Oct. 
17, will undoubtedly be complied with 
except as compromised with the gov­ 
ernm ent’s agent. 
On Sept. 17 notice was served on 
the local liquor dealers, as well as all 
other dealers In 
the 
county living 
north of .township 3 Sa. giving them 
thirty days to dispose of their wares. 
The order was the result of the ob­ 
servations of government detectives 
who aparently appeared on the scene 
at the opportune moment. 
W hen Frank Zollman, an attorney 
of the brewery interests, appeared be­ 
fore the saloon men and village coun­ 
cil late in the sum m er to sound a 
w arning note regarding the sale of 
liquor to the Indians, both council and 
liquor dealers signed an agreem ent to 
abide by the law in this particular. 
In a few weeks, however, one cr two 
of the weaker mem bers engaged in the 
business began selling whisky in bot­ 
tles to transient characters, who in 
turn supplied the Indians, although 
the order was pretty well lived up to 
until the week of Sept, 13. 


Indians 
Had 
Money. 


On that date over six-y Indians 
who participated in the Indian village 
at the state fair groutids, were brought 
to W alker in a special coach, paid off 
and sent over to the reservation. 
Several hundred dollars was put in 
the hand! of the reds, ana the fact 
that the Indians were so supplied led 
five of the seven saloons to begin 
reaching out for this money. 
It was 
undoubtedly 
the 
worst 
week 
for 
drunken Indians that the village had 
ever experienced. 
And 
governm ent 
detectives were right en ’he ground 
to wetness it. 
Mr. Johnson issued his order that 
week, ordering all saloons to close 
within the next thirty days. 
Cass Lake lins been granted the 
privilege of keeping three saloons pro­ 
vided the council will raise the license 
and grant the san e to reliable parties. 
The other localities affected have only 
one saloon, each

Longeville, Bena, Leech Lake, Dam 
Boy River and Hackensack.

The old figures were 154 feet, 
I % inches, made by Thom as K ieler of 
Ireland iii 1901. 
The Irish-A nerican A thletic team 
composed of Collins, Riley, Bromilow 
and K iuat won the four-mile relay 
handicap inn from scratch in 18:08%, 
clipping I ’% seconds off the world’s 
record held by the U niversity of Mich­ 
igan since 394)6. 
S. C. Northridge and C. S. P. Cas­ 
ease!. of the same club, won the three- 
legged scratch race at 220 yards in 
27yr, seconds, easily heating Zast aud 
Puffer’s world's record of 33 seconds, 
which has stood since 1893.

And Pleasant Experiences on the 
Trip and at His Old Home 
Are Related 
(Continued from yesterday) 


We started down the river and 
reached the St. Lawrence bay in the 
early evening. 
Down, ive had a day­ 
light view of the country all the way 
from Quebec to the mouth of the 
Saguenay river, and a daylight view 
down the Saguenay. 
The banks of 
the Saguenay river are high and 
rocky, and as far as we went up it 
there seemed to be no current in the 
stream but the boats could not go 
above Chicoutimi, as there was not 
sufficient water. 
Between Chicou­ 
timi and Lake St. John the tourists 
had to go by rail. 
The hanks of the 
Saguenay are hill or mountains or 
rocks. 
In some places the rocks ex­ 
tended six or eight hundred feet 
above the water and nearly perpen­ 
dicular, and much of the way the 
entire mass seems to be one solid 
rock. 
Some of the way there was 
a little vegetation but much of the 
way barren rock. 
In places the river 
is narrow, then it would widen into 
a lake and at times you would look 
ahead and think you had got to the 
end, but the boat would wind around 
and finally find an outlet. 
The Sag­ 
uenay river shore extends around the 
mouth of the river and up the west 
shore of the St. Lawrence bay some 
miles and then gives way to the 
farms heretofore 
mentioned. 
The 
Saguenay river is unique, grand, stu­ 
pendous. 
We returned to Quebec 
and reached that city about forty- 
eight hours after we left. 
After 
breakfast I asked a hackman to take 
me up to the bridge crossing the St. 
Lawrence river four or five miles 
above Quebec, which fell about two 
years ago. 
The bridge remains the 
same as it did after it fell. 
Looking 
across the river from where I stood, 
to the east side, I could see the piers 
standing as built and the iron work 
remaining as it fell. 
The river is 
said to be eighty feet there so wher 
the bridge fell into the water it can 
not be seen. 
The piers on the op­ 
posite sides of the river, between 
which there are no bridge supports, 
are 1800 feet apart— one on the east 
side of Broadway and north side of 
the high school, the other on the 
east side of Broadway and on the 
main track of the Northern Pacific 
track running to Duluth. The bridge 
is 150 feet above high tide.. 
When in Quebec the newspapers 
said it was expected that work would 
soon begin on the bridge again, but 
the new bridge will be somewhat 
different from the old one. 
The 
new bridge 'will be wider, necessitat­ 
ing new piers. 
It will have a steam

car track on each side, then two 
street car tracts, then two wagon 
tracks and a side walk in the mid­ 
dle. 
When we returned I asked the 
driver if he knew anything about the 
Plains of Abraham. 
He said, "Yes, 
everybody in Quebec does.’’ 
The 
next day he took me up there. 
I 
remembered when a boy in school in 
one of our lessons in history it was 
stated that in 1759 General Mont­ 
calm for the French had possession 
of the fort at Quebec and an empire 
of 
country 
thereabout. 
General 
Wolfe for the English had a portion 
of the English navy in the St. Law­ 
rence river in front of Quebec. 
Gen­ 
eral Wolfe’s men found a cove in the 
perpendicular wall of rock a short 
distance up the river above Quebec 
Fort. 
The English soldiers succeed­ 
ed in reaching the shore and climb­ 
ing up the hill through the cove and 
in considerable numbers were on the 
heights 
of 
Abraham 
before 
the 
French were aware of it. The Plains 
or Heights of Abraham is a beautiful 
plateau next to the fort on the up­ 
river side. 
Then General Montcalm 
left the fort with his forces to drive 
the English back. 
A battle ensued 
and the French were beaten and 
General Wolfe and General Mont­ 
calm were both killed. 
The hackman who took me up to 
the Heights of Abraham spoke en­ 
dearingly of General Wolfe and he 
showed me his monument and the 
inscription thereon. 
I said to him, 


"You are a Frenchman, are you not." 
He answered, "Yes, General Mont­ 
calm was commander of the French 
forces. In that battle he gave his life 
for 
his 
country. 
General 
Wolfe 
whipped his army and killed him and 
the country ever since has been lost 
to France." 
"Why do you,a French­ 
man, speak so lovingly about Gen. 
Wolfe and don’t utter a friendly 
word about Gen. Montcalm?” 
He 
answered, "Don’t know, must sup­ 
port the government, I guess." 
While looking over the nearly level 
piece of land called the Heights of 
Abraham and the cove which the 
English soldiers worked their way 
up the bank, a gentleman stepped 
up to me and introduced himself as 
H. 
Thompson, of Los Angeles, 
Cal. 
Ile is proprietor of the Sum­ 
merset House of that city. 
His tour 
was over ten thousand miles and 
would take him and his wife three 
months to make it. 
I said to Mr. 
Thompson, we are native bom Amer­ 
icans. 
lf we were traveling in the 
south would we take this trouble 
to visit the principal battle fields of 
the Civil war, many of which had 
fifty times as many men in the bat­ 
tles as this one?" 
He laughingly 
answered, “ We must do something 
to let these fellows know we appre­ 
ciate their stupendous advertising." 
I returned to Montreal over the 
Grand Trunk on the east side of the 
St. Lawrence. 
The farms on either 
side of the St. Lawrence between 


Montreal and Quebec and between 
Malone and Montreal in Canada, are 
the same as heretofore mentioned 
below Quebec. 
Ocean vessels run 
into Quebec the year around and into 
Montreal during the summer only. 
I 
went to the Windsor hotel and regis­ 
tered. The clerk gave me room 1506. 
The highest tide in Quebec iseighteen 
feet. 
In Fundy bay, or waters of 
that bay, the highest tide is over 
fiifty feet. 
A part of the state of 
Maine is north of Quebec.

W ashington. Oct. 
l l . —Charles R. 
Crane’s sudden unexpected and hither­ 
to mysterious recall to W ashington by 
Secretary of State Knox as he was 
at the point of sailing from San Fran­ 
cisco to asume his duties as minister 
of tho United States to China, was 
occasioned by developments involving 
the question of Mr, C rane’s fitness for 
that post. 
Tliis much is known in 
well informed quarters in Washington. 
Unless Mr. Crane is able to diear him­ 
self in tho eyes of Secretary Knox oi 
. an accusation of a serious breach of 
; what the state departm ent regards as 
I the first principle of diplomatic dis­ 
cretion, the conference with his offi­ 
cial chief may result in the abrupt 


I termination of Mr. C rane’s connection 
with tho diplomatic service. 
.Minister Crane arrived in W ashing­ 
ton from his hurried journey across 
the continent, reiterated his declara­ 
tion of ignorance as to the occasion 
for his rather dramatic recall from 
the w ater’s edge of the Pacific, and 
declined to discuss ti e m atter in any 
of 
its 
aspects, beyond 
saying that 
while he expected to he here several 
days, he had reserved new accommo­ 
dations for the transpacific voyage on 
the steam er sailing from San Frau 
cisco on Oct. 20--a week from next 
Wednesday. 


Has Convincing Evidence. 
The state departm ent has in hand, 
it is said 
what it regards as mere 
or less convincing evidence tnat Min­ 
ister Crane, on the eve of his de­ 
parture for the Far W est, became re­ 
sponsible for the publication in a Chi­ 
cago newspaper of what the depart­ 
ment views as a most indiscreet dis­ 
cussion of the attitude of the Unit­ 
ed States toward the two treaties re­ 
cently negotiated between China and 
Japan. 
This, the departm ent holds to 
have been the more serious because 
that attitude is still under considera­ 
tion, no decision having been arrived 
at. 
* 
While the speeches delivered by Mr. 
Crane before the American Asiatic as­ 
sociation and at a dinner given in his 
honor at Chicago axe viewed at the 
tate departm ent as having been at 
best unwise and undiplomatic, they 
I had been carefully considered after 
their delivery ant! b< lore Mr. Crane 
started for San Francisco, and al­ 
though deprecated, were not regarded 
as justifying any change in his plans. 
Tho Chicago publication falls, how­ 
ever, in the eyes of the department, 
into a category very different and far 
more serious. 
China and Japan early last month 
entered into treaties which contained 
provisions regarded by the state de­ 
partm ent 
as 
very 
surprising 
and 
possibly objectionable to this govern­ 
ment. 
By these treaties Japan would 
secure rights in Manchuria which are 
held by some diplomats to be in di­ 
rect violation of both letter and spit it 
of the Portsmouth treaiy. 
China has 
agreed in th*' treaties now under con­ 
sideration that before extending her 
present railway system in Manchuria, 
s h e shall consult Japan, and, presum­ 
ably, obtain her consent thereto. ThU 
provisicn is regarded as inharmonious 
with the declaration of Japan in the 
treaty of Portsmouth that she will 
not obstruct any m easures taken by 
China 
for the development of her 
empire. 
May Be Objectionable. 
Another provision relating to the 
operation of coal mines on both sides 
of 
tile Antling-Mukden 
and 
South 
Manchurian railway, it is thought may 
be objectionable to ibis government 
as violating the policy of the “open 
door” as inaugurated by the United 
States and subscribed to by Japan as 
well as by all of the leading powers 
of Europe. 
This ‘‘open door policy” 
is intended to assure “equal oppor­ 
tunities” to all nations to assist in the 
development of China without impair 
ing her territorial integrity. 
M atters of a highly confidential na­ 
ture with respo.it to the position of 
the United States regarding these and 
other provisions of the treaties be­ 
tween China and Japan are alleged 
to have been divulged in the Chicago 
publication, and for these disclosures 
the state department is disposed in 
the absence of proof to the contrary, 
to hold Minister Crane responsible. 
According to authentic information ob­ 
tained here it is of this responsibility 
that Mr. Crane has been summoned 
to W ashington from San Francisco to 
acquit himself. 
The officials of the state department 
are extremely reticent on the whole 
subject, most of them affecting entire 
ignorance of it. and all referring in­ 
quirers to Secretary Knox, who was 
inaccessible. 
Meanwhile 
develop­ 
m ents are awaited with an interest 
which may fairly be described as in­ 
tense.

Evanston that limbs of trees and low 
hanging shrubbery cause them great 
annoyance and were responsible in 
many eas< s for serious damage to 
costly and expensive hats, the condi­ 
tion was brought to the attention of 
the council and the chief of police was 
ordered to remove the foliage from 
all

hanging within 
eight feet of the ground.

New York, Oct. ll.—In a statem ent 
full of sting and bite, yet devoid of 
invest^ve, Justice W. J. Gaynor, the 
Democratic 
nominee 
for 
mayor of 
Greater New York, fired his first big 
projectile of the municipal campaign 
in an attack on William R. Hearst, 
Early last week Mr. H earst issued 
a statem ent saying positively that he 
would not run for mayor, but would 
support 
Judge 
Gaynor. 
Two 
days 
later he accepted an independent nom­ 
ination for the office. 
Surprised at 
this 
action, 
Justice 
Gaynor 
issued 
a 
brief 
statem ent 
charging H earst with breach of faith 
and he came out with a statem ent 
and a letter, purporting to show that 
H earst had urged him to run for may­ 
or nearly six months ago “on any 
ticket" and pledging his support. 
To 
strengthen his statement .Justice Gay­ 
nor first made public a letter ad­ 
dressed to him by Rudolph Block, who 
occupies an edit d ia l position on the 
H earst papers. 
Under the date of Oct. 8, Block, 
while “regretting exceedingly to be 
drawn into the affair,” reviews at 
some length what purports to have 
been the details of m eetings between 
Hearst and Gaynor early last rum­ 
mer. 
The letter says in part: 
"Shortly before Mr. H earst left for 
Europe last summer he asked me to 
bring you to his home. 
I think this 
was tho second or third time you 
had ever seen him. 
He asked you if 
you would not run for m ayor in the 
fall and said ‘I don’t care w hat ticket 
you run on, 1 11 support you.’ ” 
Commenting on these circumstan­ 
ces. Justice Gaynor’s statem ent says: 
“To this statement of Mr. Block, I 
add that after returning from Europe 
saw Mr. Hearst in September, ac­ 
cording to promise. 
He said that he 
had in no way changed his mind and 
that he would support me whatever 
ticket I ran on or whoever nominated 
me. He reiterated this repeatedly a d 
with apparent earnestness.” 


Painful Shock to Gaynor. 
Justice Gaynor here reviews the In­ 
cidents w’hich led up to H earst’s re­ 
pudiation of him, which he describes 
as “the most painful shock I had ever j 
experienced,” and a breach of tre t 
j 
such as he never encountered belove, i 
“ Mr. 
H earst now 
repudiates 
his i 
league party, will not perm it the con­ 
vention to be called and is having 
himself nominated by petition against 
me,” continues the statem ent. 
“I r n 
fully conscious that his great estate of 
from $50,000,000 to $(5,000,000 gi\es 
him a huge advantage over me in one 
respect, but I am ready to meet him 
before the people of New York. I sup­ 
pose we are about to witness again 
such a lavish use of money by a can­ 
didate for office as was never before 
witnessed in American politics and 
which if continued m ust in the end 
debase and corrupt our politics and 
our system of government. 
But it 
may be that with all his money -and 
newspapers and power, the people of 
New York may not let him run over 
me so easily as he thinks.” 
Mr. H earst gave out. a statement 
anwering Gaynor in which ho said- 
“If Judge Gaynor has stated that I 
promised to support him under any 
and all circumstances and upon any 
and all tickets, he states w hat is pos­ 
itively untrue. 
I will try to assume 
that he is honestly mistaken, but it is 
difficult for me to do so as the propo­ 
sition is so unreasonable and impossi­ 
ble th at it bears its refutation on its 
lace. 
“Judge Gaynor is not a life long 
friend nor a deeply loved brother to 
whom a blind devotion might be due. 
He has been to me m erely a repre­ 
sentative of 
certain 
ideas, an 
ex­ 
ponent of certain principles. 
While 
he was supporting those principles, I 
supported him. 
When he deserted 
those principles, I parted from him.”
